C anton, 0., Sept. 90.—Rain Fell Inces­ 
santly in Canton yesterday, and demon­ 
strations on the McKinley lawn wore 011- 
tirely out of the question. Four of the 
visits announced wore postponod.

In his response Major 
McKinley said: 


“I have always been in favor of pension­ 
ing tho deserving and disabled soldiers of 
the republic, and favoring their pensions, 
I am now in favor of having their pen­ 
sions paid in a money whoso value does 
not depend upon more fiat, and cannat bo 
depreciated by lire. I am opposed to cut­ 
ting down in pensions in that way. I 
want tho pensioners, who are amoug tho 
largest creditors of tho government, great 
or small, to be paid in tho bost money in 
the world, dollars worth one hundred 
cents every day and everywhere.” 


A special train of ten coaohos brought 
the second delegation of tho day.

M B. J5UYAN TN NEW YORK. 


Enthusiastic Thousands W ait in the Rain 
for tho Candidate. 


New York, Sept. 30.—William J. Pryan 
made his deferred visit to Jersey City yes­ 
terday afternoon and addressed a big au- 
dieuco in the Academy of Music. 
Mr. 
Bryan appeared on the stage at 3:20, and 
roeoivod tho usual tumultuous apiilause. 
As soon an it had subsided Chairman Jo­ 
seph Noonan introduced him. Mr.Bryan's 
voice was vory husky, and ho declared at 
the outset that lie would make no extended 
speech. lie said one reason for taking his 
speaking tour was to reach the people,and 
added: 4*Lt my going about results in my 
disadvantage it is butter for the people to 
find me out before election than after- 
wards.” He then entered into a discus­ 
sion of ciitnpiilgu issues, and at the con- 
; ciij.siou ni, iiia sijW’h returned to this city.. 


TKo (tenioiwtmtfon tTiafr greeted Mr. 
Bryan last night in this city was most re- 
tnarkablo in its character. 
Blockaded 
streets, crowded auditoriums, bosieged 
spoaking stands and crowds that defied 
the enorgy of tho police wero some of tho 
features. 


As early as 7 o’clock Tammany Hall was 
Jammed to tho doors, and tho police wero 
wrestling with tho thousands outside who 
were demanding admission, which, when 
they did not get in, drove them to tho va­ 
rious stands erected at advantageous 
points within tho space of six blocks of 
Tammany. Tho small army of policomen 
fought and struggled with tho crowds to 
keep tho streets open for traflic, but they 
i soon gave it up. and allowed thom to stand 
massed in front of tho stands. 


Tho pollco who escorted Mr. Bryan 
through tho lines had to fight like tigers, 
the people refusing to move oven whon tho 
horses almost trampled upon thom. But 
soon aftor Mr. Bryan entered Tammany 
Hall a driving rain storm started, and it 
was not long before at least half tho crowd 
had sought sholtor. Many of them wont 
home, but many others sought nearby 
Shelter, waiting for tho candidate. Vory 
soon tho street wero a mass of umbrellas. 


Hon. John W. Kellor presided at tho 
meeting in tho hail, whero stirring reso­ 
lutions wero adopted declaring unswerv­ 
ing allegiance to tho Chicago ticket and 
platform. Shortly after 8 o’clock a com­ 
motion in tho rear of tho stage sent a fresh 
buaz of excitement through the crowd, 
and an instant later the polico plowed a 
narrow passageway which revealed tho 
figure of Mr. Bryan. 
On eithor side of 
him wero Arthur Sowall, the vice presi­ 
dential candidate, and George Fred Will­ 
iams, just nominated by threo conven­ 
tions for the governorship of Massachu­ 
setts. 


Tho ensuing scone has raroly been 
equaled in old Tammany. The crowd fell 
into a frenzy, and tho tremendous volume 
of sound which began then ended exactly 
seven minutes later, and tho air was ka- 
loidosoopic with waving hats and flags. 
Finally Mr. Bryan raised his hand and 
secured silence. 
Then he began his speech 
by a reference to Tammany’s loyalty to 
Demooratic principles, and followed it by 
an argument against cx-President Harri­ 
son’s arraignment of tho suprome court 
plank of the platform. Ho then ontered 
into a lenghty discussion of tho financial 
question.

It was about 9:30 when Mr. Bryan fin­ 
ished his address ItlH^ie haU of the old 
wigwam and, escorted by a committee, 
mado his way to the council chamber on 
tho ground floor, accompanied by Vico 
Presidential Candidate 
Sowall. 
Both 
Bryan and Sowall seemed worn out, and 
tho hoat insldo the hal 1 appeared to have 
affected them. 


It was ovident that tho oratorical efforts 
of Mr. Bryan within the past few days 
had done somo mischief, and there seemed 
no doubt that even though tho weather 
had been favorable he would liavo been 
unable to carryout his intention of speak­ 
ing at the other stands. After a brief 
rest Inspoctor Brooks with some difficulty 
cleared a passagoway for tho candidate 
and led him out on tho oast stand in front 
of tho hall. As soon as the crowd caught 
sight of Mr. Bryan, a mighty shout went 
up, umbrellas were frantically waved,and 
cheer after cheer was given tho candidate. 


Mr. Bryan, however, had made up his 
mind to mako no remarks, and simply 
acknowledged the greeting by taking off 
his hat to the cheering crowd, after which 
ho crossed the hall to tho west stand, re­ 
peated tho bowing and receiving another 
ovation. 


Aftor this he and Mr. Sewall wero led to 
their carriages and driven to the Union 
Square stand. 


Before tho rain began tho plaza in front 
of tho police station in Union Squaro was 
packed with thousands. This meeting 
had been organized by labor men, and a 
host of labor orators succeeded in keeping 
up a continuous talk for an hour and a 
half before Mr. Bryan arrived. 
Finally 
John N. Bogart, who was chairman, told 
tho people that Mr. Bryan was in a con­ 
dition approaching physical collapse, and 
that it would be impossible for him to 
mako a speech. 


“Let’s see him, anyway/* shouted tho 
crowd. 


Mr. Bryan at length appeared and 
mounted tho speakers stand. Tho rain was 
still falling in torrents, but most of the 
umbrellas in the square wero lowered. He 
took off his soft felt hat and bowed several 
timosj in acknowledgment of the plaud­ 
its, but ho did not say a word. He then 
returned to his carriage and was driven 
to his hotel. At midnight ho left for tho 
south. 


A crowd on the south side of Union 
Square,who had waited over two hours for 
Mr. Bryan, wore disappointed, as ho failed 
to appear. 


Mr. Bryan will speak ten times in wost- 
ern Maryland and West Virginia in the 
next three days.

The Evolution of a Tornado. 


Usually it is in the afternoon, be­ 
tween the hours of two and five, after 
a warm and moist day, that the omin­ 
ous tornado clouds begin to form. For 
two hours before the breaking of tho 
storm the sky may have the peculiar 
scalloped appearance given it by th0 
ball like masses of vapor, or there may 
be a warning of only half an hour be­ 
fore the clouds become 
suddenly 
stirred to violent agitation. 
A vast 
cbmmotion is taking place on high; 
there seems to be a jmnic among the 
clouds. 
Like great monsters black 
masses advance heavily but rapidly, 
sending out dire threats and warnings 
in jagged lightning flashes. 
Fleecy 
clouds beneath them race madly along 
and twist and whirl and scurry this 
way and that, as if terrorized and un­ 
certain where to flee. The light grows 
less and less until houses aro dark and 
men running for shelter seem like 
black phantoms. 
Everything is very 
quiet; the leaves on the trees are stir­ 
ring 
slightly 
and 
tremulously, in 
strange contrast to the vast movement 
and excitement overhead.

been a thousand rapid changes among 
the hurrying clouds; now u supreme

pigments. They wear European attire. 
The women have no rights at all, and 
are rather harshly treated. 
Canni- 


balism survives in these islands, and 
prisoners of battle are made meals of, 
but only in a religious way. 
Some 


of the Papuans devour their dead, but 
simply as a mark of veneration. They 
are not ferocious, and have suffered 
more at the hands of Europeans than 
they have sinned against themselves 
and their neighbors.—Chicago Times- 
Herald. 


The New Hebrides, over part of 


which King John Hobbs has absolute 
sway, are a pretty group oi South Sea 
islands, lying between the JNew Cale- 
donias and the Fijis. 
They are vol- 


canic in origin. About twenty years 
ago one of them, thirty-five miles 
long and six miles wide, suddenly dis- 
appeared—was swallowed up by the 
ocean—and no trace of it has since 
been seen. The climate is, of course, 
tropical, and too humid to be health- 
ful.

The yam con- 
stitutes the staple of food for the a.i- 
tives. The indigenous animals in the 
New Hebrides arc rats and bais. The

Animal Insanity.

The difficulty or the impossibility 


of defining insanity makea the ques- 
tion of whether or not animals become 
insane by no means easy to answer. 
Insanity 'in the human subject, it is 
supposed by some, has no analogue in 
the lower animals. Yet many causes 
will lead to the permanent loss of all 
self-control. Cattle driven from the 
country through the crowded thor- 
oughfares ot a towa will, under the 
influence of this sadden change of 
condition, work themselves into a state 
of excitement and fury which must at 
least be closely allied to madness. 
Horses have been known to go mad in 
the midst of the bewildering scenes of 
a battlefield. At Balaklava an Arabian 
horse turned upon its attendant, who 
happened to be drawing water, seized 
him in its mouth, threw him to the 
grout d and then kneeling upon him 
attacked him like an infuriated dog. 
Before the terror could be subdued it 
had bitten off another soldier's finger 
«nd seriously wounded the army vet- 
erinarian. Another instance is related 
of a docile horse which one hot sum- 
mer day went mad. Everything that 
came within its reach it seized in its 
teeth and shook like a terrier would 
a rat. It raided the pigsties and threw 
the inmates one after another into the 
air, trampling on the bodies as they 
fell. Afterwards it almost killed its 
own master, after maiming for life the 
horaeshoer who was called in. This, 
at least, must have been a case of in- 
sanity. The cause of such insanity is 
often to be found in congential mal- 
formation of the bones of the head. 
Professor Romanes even goes so far as 
to prove by what appears to be incon- 
testable evidence, that animals, cats, 
dogs and monkeys, have been observed 
to have delusions very similar to those 
of insane people.

Blue Laws In Philadelphia. 


Policemen stationed at every cross 


street within a block of St. Barnabas's 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Phil- 
adelphia recently attracted consider- 
able attention. 
They were stationed 


there to prevent milk wagons from 
passing the church during services, 
and their presence was the result of a 
request made to Director Biter by 
Pastor James R. L. Nisbitt. 
It was 


found that a law of 1794 prohibits 
milkmen from distributing milk on 
Sundays between the hours of 9 a. m. 
and 5 *p- m-. and ifc was tnis *aw fc^at 
was enforced. 


For some time past the congregation 


of St. Barnabas's have been greatly an- 
noyed by the noise of passing vehicles 
during church hours, especially when 
the weather is warm enough to have 
the windows open. 
The streets at 


this point are badly paved, both Ori- 
ana and Dauphin streets still being 
encumbered with cobblestones of 
unique pattern, and the noise made 
by passing vehicles is very great. The 
law of 1794 will be enforced strictly 
during the summer months.—Phil- 
adelphia Becord. 


Power From the Waves. 


The experiment with the Gerlach 


wave motor, which was described in 
the Becord about two months ago, 
have been successful. 
M. A. Boths- 


child, President of the company con- 
ducting the experiments, known as 
the Gerlach Wave Motor Company, 
states that the motor is in running 
order and is developing as high as 180 
horsepower. The company, however, 
is not satisfied with the location of 
the apparatus, which is in a bay at 
Capitola, near San -Francisco, rather 
than on the ocean beach, and until a 
better location-can be secured nothing 
will be done toward utilizing the 
power. This motor, as its name in- 
dicates, is designed to utilize the 
energy of the ocean's waves. It con- 
sists of huge paddles suspended in the 
water so as to swing with the incom- 
ing and outgoing of the waves. The 
motion thus imparted to the paddles 
is converted into rotary motion by 
suitable contrivances. 
The paddles 


are arranged to be elevated or lowered, 
so as to always secure the most suit- 
able depth of immersion at all tides.

been largely increased.

at night respectively, for these flowera 
open and shut at the times named, 
frequently to the minute.

mon hawkweed opens at 3 o'clock in 
the moruing, and may be depended 
upon to close within a few minutes of 
2 in the afternoon. The yellow goat's 
beard shuts at 12 o'clock noon, abso- 
lutely to the minute, sidereal time. 
The sow thistle opens at !5 a. m. and 
closes at 11.12 a. m.

into a wet cup to cool. Make boiled 
starch in the usual way, cooking it 
slowly ior twenty minutes, and for 
every tablespoonful of dry starch used 
put in a lump of ihe above prepara- 
tion about as large as a cherry. Use 
no cold starch and do not sprinkle. 
When the starched pieces are dry, lay 
them in a wet towel for two hours and 
bring up the gloss by rubbing evenly 
with the heel of a polishing iron. The 
great secret in glazing stares hed goods 
is to use the polishing iron properly.

SOFT SHELL CRAB?. 


"There is no danger of eating soft 


shelled crabs," observed an epicure, 
"if they are fresh, but they ate poison i 
if they are not. They should be well | 
seasoned, and an extra lot of pepper 
put on them as a precaution, especially 
if the weather is very hot when they 
are eaten, or if they are eaten shortly 
before one retires. It is the habit of 
many persons to eat soft shelled crabs 
at night time. I do not know but 
that they taste better then. It is 
somewhat dangerous to many to drink 
milk after eating crabs. Milk seems 
to develop the colic that follows eat- 
ing soft Ehelled crabs with some per- 
sons. 
"Another thing that should be re- 


membered, and that is a sharp thunder 
storm will kill soft-shell crabs, and 
even the hard-shelled crab at times. 
Unless the soft-shelled crab has been 
cooked before the thunder storm, I 
think the safer plan would be to de- 
cline to eat it. 
Under all other con- 


ditions there is no danger in partak- 
ing of them, for I do not think any 
one would be criminal enough to cook 
a dead crab, hard or soft shell. 
The 


proper way to kill a crab is to throw 
him into a kettle of boiling water. I 
know that some people think this is 
cruel, but it is no more cruel than it is 
to stab them with a needle or kill them 
with chloroform, as I have known 
some extra sensitive persons to do."— 
Washington Star.

small-grained boiled hominy add a 
tablespoonful melted butter and stir 
bard, moistening by degrees with a 
teacupfnl of milk. Put in a teaspoon- 
fnl of sugar and a well-beaten egg. 
Boll into oval balls with floured hande, 
dip in beaten egg,then cracker crumbs, 
and fry in hot lard. 


Bamakins—Beat together two eggs, 


one tablespoonful melted butter, one 
teaspoonfnl anchovy sauce, one-half 
saltepocufnl salt and half as much 
cayenne; then add three tablespoon- 
fnls grated cheese, and, lastly, one 
tablespoonful fiour wet with cream. 
Spread thickly upon rounds of lightly 
toasted bread and brown lightly. 


Chicken Fricassee—Keep the chick- 


en hot in the cupful of brcth. Put it 
into a dish. Add to the broth a well- 
beaten egg and a tablespoon fnl of but- 
ter; boil this for a moment; put in a 
teaspoonful chopped parsley, salt- 
spoonful of salt, half as much pepper 
and thicken with a teasoocnful of 
flour. 
Pour over the chicken and 


garnish with hard-boiled 
eggs and 


curled parsley. 


Corn Soup—Cut a chicken into 


pieces and boil in oae gallon water 
till tender. 
Take out the chicken 


with one cupful of the liquid. Cut 
the kernels from eight ears of corn, 
pat into the pot and stew gently for 
an hour longer. Season with a tea- 
spoonful of salt, saltspooniul of pep- 
per and a sprig of parsley.

with » tablespoonfal of rice flour and 
send to the table without straining.

Miss Ella will make 
a very acceptable Queen for the Can­ 
nibals down in the Now Hebrides. 
That is not to say because she is as 
pretty as they are ugly. 
She is only 
eighteen years old and has the face of 
a Juno. 
Her eyes are larc^e aud 
lustrous* Bnd her hair, of which there 
is great profusion, is of that warm 
hue that Titian loved to paint. 


The King of the Cannibal Islands is 
liimself not a bad looking man. 
He 
was a pretty stanch American before 
lie expatriated himself to rule over the 
gorgeous domain in the great South 
Seas, which he now calls his own. 
In 
his Southern home he was known as 
plain John Hobbs. 
Now he has a 
title as long as his arm. 
He has dark 
eyes, and his expression is generally 
frank and pleasant. 
King Hobbs is 
not a pirate king, nor did he take 
possession of his islands by right of 
conquest. 
He was born in South 
Carolina thirty-four years ago.. His 
lather is a well-to-do practicing physi­ 
cian at Atlanta, Ga., and his grand- 
father was a United States Senator, 
When Hobbs was a youth he conceived 
a violent desire to travel, and for 
many years he was a wanderer on the 
face of the earth. 
At last he settled 
in Sydney, New South Wales, and 
first met the 
natives of the New 
Hebrides in 1890, when the Australian 
Government sent him to Ilika, one of 
the South Sea group, to enforce the 
law with reference to the return of 
Ilikan laborers. 
While on his way 
thither the ship which bore him was 
wrecked and young Hobbs confided 
himself to the m ercy of the waves, 
olad only in a cork jacket. 


After drifting about for two days, 
suffering unspeakable torture from 
hunger, thirst and fatigue, he was 
picked up by two Ilikan fishermen and 
taken to an island. 
When the king 
heard of his presence Hobbs was or­ 
dered before him. 
The American 
reached the island at a critical time. 
The natives were just about to go to 
war with a neighboring island, and 
the king accepted Hobbs as a divine 
messenger. 
He at once adopted him, 
and explained to him the plans of the 
campaign. By a clever bit of stratagy 
Hobbs succeeded in defeating the 
army of« the opposition and the king 
made him war chief. 
When, nine 
months later, tho king died the nation 
met and chose John Hobbs to be the 
¿successor to the throne. 
He is called 
King John by foreigners, and by the 
, natives “ Oumalea.” 


King John’s people do not ask him 
to work very hard,. One-half the year 
he spends in taking a vacation, during 
which he travels wherever his desires 
lead him. 
Last year he visited New

King 
John has a long and fat purse, and ho 
will see that his father and mother- 
in-law will want for no comforts on 
the occasion of their visit. 


The New Hebrides, over part of 
which King John Hobbs has absolute 
«way, are a pretty group of South Sea 
islands, lying between the New Calo- 
domas and the Fiji«, 
They are vol­ 
canic in origin. 
About twenty year3 
ago one of them, thirty-live miles 
long and six miles wide, suddenly dis­ 
appeared—was swallowed up by the 
pcean—and no trace of it has since 
been seen. 
The climate is, of course, 
tropical, and too humid to be health­ 
ful. 
From May do October the trades 
blow steadily. 
Heavy rainstorms, 
and even cyclones, visit the islands 
during the prevalence of the western 
gales. 
Owing 
to 
the 
abundant 
xpoisture, the vegetation is dense, and 
the mountains are mostly clad with 
forests. 
The flora of tnese islands 
comprises a large number of forms 
not found elsewhere. 
There is a 
species of ;nyrtle that grows to a 
height of ioriy feet, aud gives out a 
very pungent ordor. 
There is a vari­ 
ety of cedur that attains so great a 
height that its timber may be used 
ioi tlie masts of shijjs. 
Here are co- 
coanufc trees, sago, breadfruit, banana 
trees and such iruit trees as are faund 
in tropical countries. 
The yam con­ 
stitutes tho staple of food for the na­ 
tives. 
The indigenous animals in the 
New Hebrides are rats and bats. 
£he 
pig has already been imported, and 
eeems to like the climate. 


JEvery island offers some contrast 
with its neighbor in point of pojmla- 


tion. 
Even in one island tho tribal 
differences are more or less important. 
Tho natives of these islands are taller 
and stronger than those of the others 
to the north. 
But by no means can 
they bo said to be handsome, and it is 
no wonder that King John came to tho 
United States for a bride. 
Tho fore­ 
head of the native is low and retreat­ 
ing, tho face broad, the cheek bones 
prominent, tho nose fint aud tho lips 
thick. 
In seme of tho islands tho 
heads of the children are deformed by 
means ot board?, which have the effect 
of lengthening the skull from tho back 
to the front, at the same time con­ 
tracting and lowering it. 
They are, 
as a learned man once said of them, 
the most dollichocephalous, or long­ 
headed, of all known races. 
Their 
hair and beard are frizzly and their 
complexion almost coal black. 
They 
have a pleasant fashion of adding to 
their natural hideousness by piercing 
tho lobes of their ears and the carti­ 
lage of tho nose, gashingtho arms and 
breast, decking the head with foliage, 
shells, tufts of grass and painting tho 
body with red ochre, lime and other 
pigments. They wear European attire. 
The women have no rights at all, and 
are rather harshly treated. 
Canni­ 
balism survives in these islands, and 
prisoners of battle are made meals of, 
but only in a religious way. 
Somo 
of the Papuans devour their dead, but 
simply as a mark of veneration. They 
are not ferocious, and have suffered 
more at the hands of Europeans than 
they have sinned against themselves 
and their neighbors.—Chicago Times- 
Herald. 


Animal Insanity. 


The difficulty or the impossibility 
of defining insanity makes the ques­ 
tion of whether or not animals become 
insane by no means easy to answer. 
Insanity in the human subject, it is 
supposed by some, has no analoguo in 
the lower animals. 
Yet many causes 
will lead to the permanent loss of all 
self-control. 
Cattle driven from the 
country through the crowded thor­ 
oughfares ot a town will, under the 
influonce of this sudden change of 
condition, work themselves into a state 
of excitement and fury which must at 
least be closely allied to madness. 
Horses have been known to go mad in 
the midst of the bewildering scenes of 
a battletield. At Balaklava an Arabian 
horse turned upon its attendant, who 
happened to be drawing water, seized 
him in its mouth, threw him to the 
grourd and then kneeling upon him 
attacked him like an infuriated dog. 
Before the terror could bo subdued it 
had bitten off another soldier’s finger 
and seriously wounded the army vet­ 
erinarian. Another instance is related 
of a docile horse which one hot sum­ 
mer day went mad. 
Everything that 
came within its reach it seized in its 
teeth and shook like a terrier would 
a rat. It raided the pigsties and threw 
the inmates one after another into the 
air, trampling on the bodies as they 
fell. 
Afterwards it almost killed its 
own master, after maiming for life tho 
horseshoer who was called in. 
This, 
at least, must have been a case of in­ 
sanity. 
Tho cause of such insanity is 
often to be found in congential mal­ 
formation of the bone9 of the head. 
Professor Romanes even goes so far as 
to prove by what appears to be incon­ 
testable evidence, that animals, cats, 
dogs and monkeys, have been observed 
to have delusions very similar to those 
of insane people.

Blue Laws In Philadelphia, 


Policemen stationed at every cross 
street within a block of St. Barnabas’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Phil­ 
adelphia recently attracted consider­ 
able attention. 
They were stationed 
there to prevent milk wagons from 
passing the church during services, 
and their presence was the result of a 
request made to Director Biter by 
Pastor James R. L. Nisbitt. 
It was 
found that a law of 1794: prohibits 
milkmen from distributing milk on 
Sundays between the hours of 9 a. m. 
and 5 p. in., and it was this law that 
was enforced. 


For some time past the congregation 
of St. Barnabas’s have been greatly an­ 
noyed by the noise of passing vehicles 
during church hours, especially when 
the weather is warm enough to have 
the windows open, 
The streets at 
this point are badly paved, both Ori- 
ana and Dauphin streets still being 
encumbered with 
cobblestones of 
unique pattern, and the noise made 
by passing vehicles is very great. The 
law of 1794 will be enforced strictly 
during the summer months,—Phil­ 
adelphia Record. 


Power From the Waves. 


The experiment with the Gerlach 
wave motor, which was described in 
the Record about two months ago, 
have been successful. 
M. A. Roths­ 
child, President of the company con­ 
ducting the experiments, known as 
the Gerlach Wave Motor Company, 
states that the motor is in running 
order and is developing as high as 180 
horse power. The company, however, 
is not satisfied with the location ot 
the apparatus, which is in a bay at 
Oapitola, near San Francisco, rather 
than on the ocean beach, and until a 
better location can be secured nothing 
will be done toward utilizing the 
power. 
This motor, as its name in­ 
dicates, is designed to utilize the 
energy of the ocean’s waves. 
It con­ 
sists of huge paddles suspended in the 
water so as to swing with the incom­ 
ing and outgoing of the waves. The 
motion thus imparted to the paddles 
is converted into rotary motion by 
suitable contrivances. 
The paddles 
are arranged to be elevated or lowered, 
so as to always secure the most suit* 
able depth of immersion at all tides. 


Timekeeping by Flowers. 


Gardeners should know that it is 
quite possible to so arrange flowers in 
a garden that all the purposes of a 
clock will be answered. 
In the time 
of Pliny forty-six flowers were known 
to open and shut at certain hours ol 
the day, and this number has since 
been largely increased. 


For instance, a bed of common dan* 
delions would show when it was 5.30 
o’clock in the morning and 8.30 o’clock 
at night respectively, for these flowers 
open and shut at tho times named, 
frequently to the minute. 
The com* 
mon hawkweed opens at 3 o’clock in 
the morning, and may be depended 
upon to close within a few minutes of 
2 in the afternoon. 
The yellow goat’s 
beard shuts at 12 o’clock noon, abso­ 
lutely to the minute, sidereal time. 
The sow thistle opens at !5 a. m. and 
closes at 11.12 a. m. 
The white lily 
opens at 7 a, m. and closes at 5 p. m. 
—Pearson’s Weekly. 


To Find the Bay of the WeeJw 


The following formula shows how 
to find the day of the week of any 
date. 
Take the last two figures of the 
year, add a quarter of this, disregard­ 
ing tho fraction; add the date of the 
month and to this add the figure of 
the following list, one figure standing 
for each m onth: 3—6—6 —2—£—0— 
2—5—1—3—6—1. 
Divide the sum 
by seven and the remainder will give 
the number of the day in the week. 
And when there is no remainder the 
day will be Saturday.

A POIitSn FOB UINEX. 


A lauudry polish for shirt?, collars 
and cuffs may bo made as follows: 
Melt together one ounce of white wax 
and two ounces of spermacoti with a 
large spoonful of salt. 
Dissolve these 
ingredients over a slow fire and pour 
into a wet cup to cool. 
Make boiled 
starch in tho usual way, cooking it 
slowly ior twenty minute*, and for 
every tablespoonful of dry starch used 
put in a lump of the above prepara­ 
tion about as largo as a cherry. 
Use 
no cold starch and do not sprinkle. 
When the starched pieces are dry, lav 
them in a wet towel for two hours and 
bring up the gloss by rubbing evenly 
with the heel of a polishing iron. The 
great secret in glazing stare lied goods 
ia to use the polishing iron properly.

Try keeping eggs by burying in 
salt. 


Try keeping carrots and turnips by 
burying in layers in a box of sand. 


Try for seeding raisins pouring boil­ 
ing water over them and then drain* 
ing. 


Try roasting or boiling meat over 
as hot a fire as possible. 


Try roasting potatoes with meat by 
paring and putting on a rack in 
the pan. 


Try hiokory nut macaroons made of 
five unbeaten eggs, one pound of 
chopped nuts, one pound of powdered 
sugar, one tablespoonful of flour, two 
small teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
dropped in tiny cakes in waxed paper 
in the pan. 


Try rubbing irons with a little wax 
to prevent starch sticking. 


Try rubbing ink stains from wash 
goods by rubbing with yolk of egg 
before washing. 


Try adding a pinch of salt to the 
white of egg in beating to make it 
froth. 


SOFT SHELL CRAB?. 


“ There is no danger of eating soft 
shelled crabs,” observed an epicure, 
“ if they are fresh, but they are poison 
if they are not. 
They should be well 
seasoned, and an extra lot of pepper 
pu t on them as a precaution, especially 
if the weather is very hot when they 
are eaten, or if they are eaten shortly 
before one retires. 
It is the habit of 
many persons to eat soft shelled crabs 
at night time. 
I do not know but 
that they taste better then. 
It is 
somewhat dangerous to many to drink 
milk after eating crabs. 
Milk seems 
to develop the colic that follows eat­ 
ing solt fchelled crabs with some per­ 
sons. 


“ Another thing that should be re­ 
membered, and that is a sharp thunder 
storm will kill soft-shell crabs, and 
even the hard-shelled crab at times. 
Unless the soft-shelled crab has been 
cooked before the thunder storm, I 
think the safer plan would be to de­ 
cline to eat it. 
Under all other con­ 
ditions there is no danger in partak­ 
ing of them, for I do not think any 
one would be criminal enough to cook 
a dead crab, hard or soft shell. 
The 
proper way to kill a crab is to throw 
him into a kettle of boiling water. 
I 
know that some people think this is 
cruel, but it is no more cruel than it is 
to stab them with a needle or kill them 
with chloroform, as I have known 
some extra sensitive persons to do.”— 
Washington Star. 


ItECIPES. 


Hominy Croquettes—To a cupful ot 
small-grained boiled hominy add a 
tablespoonful melted butter and stir 
hard, moistening by degrees with a 
teacupful of milk. 
Put in a teaspoon­ 
ful of sugar and a well-beaten egg. 
Roll into oval balls with floured hands, 
dip m beaten egg, then cracker crumbs, 
and fry in hot lard. 


Ramakins—Beat together two eggs, 
one tablespoonful melted butter, one 
teaspoonful anchovy sauce, one-half 
saltspocnful salt and half as much 
cayenne; then add three tablesxjoon* 
fuls grated cheese, and, lastly, one 
tablespoonful flour wet with cream. 
Spread thickly upon rounds of lightly 
toasted bread and brown lightly. 


Chicken Fricassee—Keep the chick­ 
en hot in the cupful of broth. 
Put it 
into a dish, 
Add to the broth a well- 
beaten egg and a tablespoonful of but­ 
ter; boil this for a moment; put in a 
teaspoonful chopped parslejr, salt- 
spoonful of salt, half as much pepper 
and thicken with a teaspocnlul of 
flour. 
Pour over the chicken and 
garnish with hard-boiled 
eggs and 
ourled parsley. 


Corn Soup—Cut a chicken into 
pieces and boil in one gallon water 
till tender. 
Take out the chicken 
with one cupful of the liquid. 
Cut 
the kernels from eight ears Qf corn, 
put into the pot and Btew gently for 
an hour longer. 
Season with a tea­ 
spoonful of salt, saltspooniul of pep­ 
per and a sprig of parsley. 
Thicken 
with a tablespoonful of rice flour and 
send to the table without straining. 


Potatoes a l ’Italienne—Whip six hot 
medium-sized boiled potatoes light 
with a silver fork. 
Beat in lour tea­ 
spoonfuls of milk, a tablespoonful of 
butter, the yolks of two well-beaten 
eggs, a small teaspoonful of salt and 
ealtspoonful of pepper. 
Whip into a 
cieamy heap before adding, with a 
few 
dextrous strokes, 
the beaten 
whites of the two eggs. 
Pile roughly 
on a dish and brown m a quick oven.

A DISTRUCTIYI STORE 


A Tornado Caused Heavy Dam- 


ages to Property on Tuesday 
night-Cashman's Warehouse 
Partially Destroyed. 


On Tuesday night, about midnight the 


most severe and destructive wind storm 
ever experienced in Adams county passed 
over the county, leaving the destruction 
of buildings, trees, fences, &c., m us 
wake in every direction. The storm was 
general, and from every direction comes 
reports of barns and houses being de- 
molished, unroofed, or in some way dam- 
aeed, while fences are laid low generally 
in this vicinity. It is however strange 
that we had only one instance come to 
our notice thus far wheie anything pos- 
sessing life was injured, and that comes 
from Hunterstown. Here in New Ox- 
ford the storm was very severe,nllmg our 
people with terror. The damage done by 
the storm in the county will reach a high 
figure, how high we cannot at this writ- 
ing conjecture. 
. 
The greatest damage done in this vicin- 


ity was the demolition of the upper story 
of the Cashman warehouse, and the par- 
tial loss of Mr. Cashman's two Imarket 
cars. Here the wind carried heavy tun- 
bers.and almost the entire floor from the 
building out into the middle of Hanover 
street, while the brick wall was blown 
upon the cars standing upon the switch 
making an almost total wreck of them. 
The loss to Mr. Cashman will probably 
foot up $600 in grain, cars, &c. The 
building is the property of the Dr. &. 
Melhorn estate,and the loss is very heavy 
on it. 
At other places in town damage was 


done to buildings, by being partially un- 
roofed, struck by falling trees, &c., 
while fences were leveled at almost every 
turn 
The top of the steeple of the Ke- 


formed church was blown off, and the 
Lutheran steeple was damaged consider- 
ably. At Mr. John Stock's, on Hanover 
street, a large locust tree was blown 
down which in falling just grazed the 
house, while at the residence of M. J. 
Smith, on High street, a large locust tree 
was blown against the house, but as it 
stood very close to the house, very little 
damage was done. The tree was after- 
ward blown to the ground. A nice big 
shade tree at the Eagle Hotel was also 
blown against the building. 


In Oxford township considerable dam- 


age was done. The residence of J. P. 
Millar, just at the edge of Berlin street 
was unroofed entirely, and the walls of 
back building blown down. The barn 
of John S. Weaver was entirely unroof- 
ed and the gable end blown in. The 
barns of Nicholas Lingg, T. S. Eckert, 
Leo Staub, Vincent Lawrence, S. L. 
Johns, Peter Ginter, and the house of 
Samuel Smith were unroofed or partial- 
ly blown down. 
In Irishtown the storm blew down the 


public school house to the square. The 
residence of Edw. Hemler was blown 
down to the square. 
. 
From all directions come similar re- 


ports. The barns of Simon Kime, John 
Stock, Oliver Myers, and others were 
badly damaged, while trees, fences, and 
sman outbuildings were blown down in 
every direction. 
At East Berlin the steeple of the Re- 


formed church blown over on a house 


can only be estimated, probably $15,000 
to $25,000. The most §erlou» dettructlon 
was the blowing in of the whole front 
and top of the Mansion House, on Fptta- 
tain Square; carrying off the roof of the 
Carver & Little store building, and the 
blowing down of the grand stand and 
carriage building on the Fair grounds. 
The big Columbia bridge was swept In- 
to the river. Every particle of the fa- 
mous structure was torn awavhy the gale 
with the exception of one span near the 
York couty side.

THE TASSEL OF COBS. 


The flower of the corn plant is di- 


vided into two portions, the tassel or 
male section, which furnishes the pol- 
len, and the silk, which is the female 
portion of the flower, which receives 
it 
Each thread of silk carries some 


of the pollen to the ear, and there a 
grain of corn is formed. 
The profu- 


sion of silk is so great that the grains 
of corn are compacted on the ear as 
closely as possible. 
When this is not 


the fact it is more likely due to the 
drying up of the tassel, «o that not 
enough pollen is formed to fertilize 
all the silk. 
If there is either a very 


dry or very wet time when the tassel 
should be distributing pollen, these 
defective ears will be pleatv. 
Heavv 


rains in one case wash the'poliea 08, 
and the dry weather causes the tas^i 
to shrivel and become worthless. Tue 
blossoming; is exhaustive.

son it just right one-onarter of tbe 
tassels produced would' make a full 
crop of well-developed ears.

The Elopement Story. 


The shooting of John T. Starner, on 
the premises of Mrs. James E. Dutter* 
er, near Silver Run, Md., about a 
month ago, was further ventilated by 
the hearing in the case of Jerome Dut* 
terer, charged with having committed 
the assault, before Justice William 
Moore, of Westminster. 
Some inter*

$300 bail to answer the charge before 
the coun ty court. 
M iss Elizabeth Dut­ 
terer, whose proposed elopement was 
the cause of the shooting, was a witness 
at the hearing. 
She testified that she 
had become engaged to marry a man 
named Perry Rumler, a citizen of My 
ers district, and probably 75 years of 
age. 
Miss Dutterer is about 50 years 
old. 
She said that on account of the 
opposition of her friends to the mar­ 
riage an elopement was planned, and 
she employed Mrs. Starner, wife of the 
wounded man, to accompany her. Mrs. 
Starner was to come to her house on 
the night set, and it was agreed be­ 
tween them that if a light should be in 
her window she would be ready, but if 
not, Mrs. Starner was to ietire. 
She 
said that Rumler had informed her 
that he was in receipt of a pension of a 
thousand dollars a year and kept a car* 
riage, but she had been making in­ 
quiries about it and believed he was 
deceiving her. 
The understanding 
with Mrs. Starner was that if the elope­ 
ment took place they were to go to­ 
gether to a point where Mr. Rumler 
would be in waiting with a carriage 
and then drive to Westminster, where 
the marriage was to have taken place. 


Starner test:fied that at his wife’s re­ 
quest he went with her to the home of 
Miss Dutterer at the time appointed, 
and when they reached the yard gate 
discovered that the signal agreed upon 
was missing. 
They were about to re­ 
tire 
when 
he 
discovered 
two 
men 
in 
the 
yard, 
and 
determined to make some inquiries of 
them in relation to the matter. 
He 
went through the gate and approached 
them without a suspicion of danger. 
In reply to a request for information 
one of them said, «‘I’ll show you,” and 
immediately fired upon him with a 
shot gun. 
The charge took effect in 
his leg, making a painful and trouble­ 
some wouud from which he is still suf­ 
fering. 
A second shot was fired, but 
missed him 
He said it was too dark 
to distinguish the features of the men, 
but he swore positively that the voice 
of the man who shot him was that of 
Jerome Dutterer. 
The accused is a 
relative of Miss Dutterer. 
The latter 
is said to be worth about $10,000. The 
affair still excites great interest.

Judge John B. McPherson, of Harris' 
burg, has filed an opinion in the as­ 
signed estate of George Smith.

The auditor heard testimony 
and decided that the York county 
part of the farm was worth $28.50 and 
the separate tract, #23.50 |»er acre. 


The court says the buildings in 
Adams gave value to the land in York 
county. 
When the lien creditors ad 
vanced their money upon the security 
of the land, they are presumed to have 
been acquainted with its situation, and 
as sensible men they must have known 
that the portion of land lying in the 
county of York necessarily felt a favor, 
able effect from the buildings in the 
county of Adams. 
He sustains the 
exceptions; decides that the fund be 
apportioned according to the acreage, 
and directs the auditor to distribute 
the fund in 
accordance with the 
opinion.

An old white-haired 
negro, suffering with toothache, went 
Into a Grand avenue shop nor long ago 
and said that if he could get some 
horse hoof parings to «moke in his 
pipe he could cure his toothache. The 
blacksmith's helpers were ready to as- 
sist him, and being a wag?i?h lot of 
fellows, they did even more than vas 
expected. 
The old negro's pipe waa 


filled with parings, horse KaTr and other 
things that made the vilest smel) im- 
aginable when a match was touched 
to them. One of the helpers inhaled 
the smoke from a cigarette, which act 
the old negro imitated with his pipe. 
It was momentarily expected that he 
would collapse, but he didn't. 
He 


walked away, saying: "Young gem'le- 
men, I'm done cured, when yer get de 
toofache, jes smoke boss hoof." 


A story is told that gypsies role away 


valuable dogs by occasionally drop- 
ping a small paring which the dog 
finds and eats. The animal continues 
to follow the gypsy until he is caught 
and carried away. 


Horse hoof parings are not tha only 


thing in demand at a blacksmith shop. 
The scales which the smith hammers 
from the glowing metal are considered 
a valuable ingredient for 
medicines 


which negroes make. Iron scales and 
molasses boiled together are adminis- 
tered for dropsy and liver complaint. 
Housewives also mix the scales with 
the soil in which geraniums are plant- 
ed. This is said to cause tha blossoms 
to take on a much darker hue.—Kansas 
City Journal.

The old negro's pipe was 
filled with parings, horse IfiVTr and other 
things that made the vilest smell im­ 
aginable when a match was touched 
to them. 
One of the helpers inhaled 
the smoke from a cigarette, which act 
the old negro imitated with his pipe. 
It was momentarily expected that he 
would collapse, but he didn’t. 
He 
walked away, saying: “Young gem’le- 
men, I’m done cured, wThen yer get de 
toofache, jes smoke hoss hoof.” 


A story is told that gypsies role away 
valuable dogs by occasionally drop­ 
ping a smail paring which the dog 
finds and eats. The animal continues 
to follow the gypsy until he is caught 
and carried away. 


Horse hoof parings are not the only 
thing in demand at a blacksmith shop. 
The scales which the smith hammers 
from the glowing metal are considered 
a valuable ingredient for 
medicines 
which negroes make. Iron scales and 
molasses boiled together are adminis­ 
tered for dropsy and liver complaint. 
Housewives also mix the scales with 
the soil in which geraniums are plant­ 
ed. This is said to cause tha blossoms 
to take on a much darker hue.—Kansas 
City Journal.

The bond holders of the Berlin 
Branch Railroad Company held a 
meeting Friday morning in the office 
of the Hanover Saving Fund So- 
ciety, to consider the advisability of 
extending the time of expiration on 
the first mortgage bonds, which fall 
due in a few weeks.

Ou Tuesday niffbt, about midnight tho 
most severe and aestructivc wind storm 
ever oxperionccd in Adams county passed 
over tho county, leaviug the destruction 
of buildinjïs, trees, fcnces, &c., in its 
wake in every direction, 
Tho storm was 
general, and from every direction comes 
reports of barus and houses being de- 
molished, unroofed, or in some way dam- 
aged, while fenccs are laid low generally 
in this vicinity. 
It is however strange 
that wo had only one instance como to 
our notice thus far Avheic anything pos- 
sessing life was injured, and that comes 
from Hunterstown. 
Here iu Now Ox- 
ford tho storm was very severe,filling our 
people with terror. 
The damage doue by 
the storm iu tho county will reach a high 
figure, how high we cannot at this writ- 
ing conjecture. 


The greatest damage done in this vicin- 
ity was tho demolition of the upper story 
01 the Cashmau warehouse, and tho par- 
tial loss of Mr. Cashmau's two Jmiirkct 
cars» 
Here tho wind carried heavy tim- 
bers,and almost the entire floor from the 
building out into tho middle of Hanover 
street, while the brick wall was blown 
upon the cars standing upon the switch 
making an almost total wreck of them, 
Tho loss to Mr, Cnshman will probably 
foot up $000 in grain, cars, &c. 
The 
building is tho property of the Dr. E. 
Melhorn estate,and the loss is very heavy 
on it. 


At other places iu town damage was 
done to buildings, by being partially un- 
roofed, struck by falling trees, Ac., 
while fences were leveled at almost every 
turn. 
The top of the steeple of the Re- 
formed church was blown off, and tho 
Lutheran steeple was damaged consider- 
ably. 
At Mr. John Stock's, on Hauover 
street, a large locust tree was blown 
down which in falling just grazed the 
house, while at the residence of M. J. 
Smith, on High street, a large locust tree 
was blown against the house, but as it 
stood very close to the house, very little 
damage was done. 
The tree was after- 
ward blown to the ground. 
A nice big 
shade tree at the Eagle Hotel was also 
blown against the building. 


In Oxford towuship considerable dam- 
age was done. 
The residence of J. P. 
Millar, just at the edge of Berlin street, 
was unroofed entirely, and the walls of 
back building blown down. 
The barn 
of John S. Weaver was entirely unroof- 
ed and the gable end blown in. 
The 
barus of Nicholas Lin^g, T. S. Eckert, 
Leo Staub, Vincent Lawrence, S. L. 
Johns, Peter Ginter, and the house of 
Samuel Smith were unroofed or partial- 
ly blown down. 


In Irishtown the storm blew down the 
public school house to the square. 
The 
resideuce of Edw, Homier was blown 
down to the square. 


Prom all directions come similar re- 
ports. 
The barns of Simon Kime, John 
Stock, Oliver Myers, and others were 
badly damaged, while trees, fences, and 
small outbuildings were blown down in 
every direction. 


At East Berlin the steeple of the Re- 
formed church blown over on a house 
adjoining. 


At Abbottstown the memorial window 
of the Lutheran^church blown iu and the 
windows of the steeple broken.

Miller's hotel, and the houses of Calvin 
Cams and David Hollinger were unjoof- 
ed. 


The houses of Michael Nell and Israel 
Slusser, 
in Mountpleasant 
township, 
were badly wrecked. 
Barns and out- 
buildings from one end of the township 
to the other were damaged, unroofed or 
wrecked. 


At Hunterstown the public school 
house was unroofed and the furniture 
damaged, 
Tho barn of Robert Thomp- 
son was completely demolished. 
Hero a 
cow was killed—the only place we heard 
of where life was destroyed. 
At this 
place tho cattle were buned under six 
feet of debris. 


At McSherrvstown tho streets were al- 
most impassable with trees, fences and 
roofs from wrecked buildings 


The new public school house in that 
place is almost a total wreck, tho roof 
being off, tbe gable ends blown in and 
the walls cracked. 


The roof of the large brick house of 
Mrs, Jos, Klunk was carried into the 
street. 


The new school building at Sand Hill 
was unroofed and the gable end blown 
in. 


The barn of Lewis Klunk, at tbe edge 
of the town, was unroofed and otherwise 
damaged. 
Tho barns of Edw, Waltman 
and Mrs. A. Dellono, tenanted by Wm, 
Roth, were also unroofed. 


On the farms of S. L, Johns, John De- 
vino and on two of Vincent O'Bold's, 
heavy damage to buildings is reported. 


The blacksmith shop of Levi Adams 
was leveled to the ground. 


Barns of Benjamin llostetter and Ja- 
cob Ibley destroyed. 


Barn of John Kahn, near Silver Oak, 
blown down. 


At Littlestown the house of Miss Sallie 
Steffy unroofed; end of George Rittie's 
barn blown in; Lutlieran church slightly 
damaged; chimneys, trees, etc., overturn- 
ed, 
The school building and engine 
house were both damaged. 


At Gettysburg the ^able end of Prof, 
Heime's house blown in; largo maple tree 
at entrance of the NatioJial cemetery 
broken down; top of one of tlie now tow- 
ers felled to the ground; roof of the alms- 
house blown 0IÏ; line monument wreck- 
ed by a tree falling on it. 


At Mt. Rock tho barus of Dr. G. L, 
Rice and J ohn 
Pohlman 
completely 
wrecked; also barns of the Soliday heirs, 
Jacob Bender and V, O'Bold unroofed; 
T, J. Smith's barn moved about 3 feet; 
Joseph Hugerman's blacksmith shop lev- 
eled to the ground. 


All the buildings ou| the buildings on 
the York fair grounds were entirely der 
siroyed. 
Much other damage was done 
in thaï city. 


The damage in Hanover is considera- 
ble though the lobses in^ the aggregate 


can only be estimated, probably flB.OOO 
to $25,000. Tho most serious destruction 
was tho blowing in of tho whole front 
aud top of the Mansion House, on Foun* 
tain Square; carrying off the roof of the 
Carver & Little store building» and the 
blowing down of the grand stand and 
carriage building on the Fair grounds. 


Tho big Columbia bridco was swept in- 
to tho river, 
Every particle of the fa- 
mous »tructuro was torn away by the gale 
with tho exception of one span near the 
York couty side.

OBJECTIONS TO COLORED BUTTER. 


it is sometimes objected that the use 
of butter 00] or is a deception, and 
therefore 
objectionable 
on 
moral 
grounds. 
The answer to this is that 
butter is never colorod to raake it re- 
semble anything that it is not. 
The 
artificial coloring does not as before 
stated, change its 
flavor. 
It simply 
gives it what the general market pro- 
nounces a more attractive appearance, 
and is used for the same purpose thai 
a mannlacturer bleaches or dyes cot- 
ton goods. 
Markets vary in their de- 
mands in this respect. 
Some require 
a very pronounced yellow, others a 
i:>ale straw color; but, whatever the 


as a coating for the leaves, which 
would make them poisonous or un- 
palatable, but as a covering for the 
soil, that will raake the atmosphere 
verv uncomfortable foi all insects and 
worms. 
I like to have the material 
remain dry and dusty as long as possi- 
ble. 
In that case it haa a more thor- 
ough effect on bugs and beetles that 
have hard shells. 
The wet tobacco, 
or tobacco tea, or even the fumes ol 
wet tobacco, are very unwholesome to 
the soft bodied insects, worms, etc. I 
find that cucumber beetles do not like 
to work in dust, and least of all in to- 
bacco dust.

Or if you dust it

gooseberry bushes when ilifested with 
worms you will quickly see the worms- 
disappear. 
In the same way you can. 
quickly kill all the leaf-eating worms 
and slugs on your trees and bushes 
everywhere. 
The tent caterpillar and 
the fall webworm, and all other cater- 
pillars on trees and plants, give up 
the ghost within a few minutes after 
coming in contact with tobacco dust. ' 
color, it is butter and only butter.

All gardeners know that 
curious 
plants can be produced by grafting, 
and to the country it is no extraor- 


lately described in the Journal of the 
Boyal Horticultural Society a number 
of interesting experiments made with 
tomato and potato plants, these two 
being botanically related to one an- 
other. 
A potato tuber was j^lanted, 
and when it had attained the height 
of a few inches above the soil, 
the 
stem was cut off and a tomato graft 
was connected to it. 
As a result, the 
composite plant produced a crop of 
potatoes at the roots, while the foliage 
above ground bore a crop of tomatoes, 
nourished by the potato roots. 
The 
process was then reversed, a potato 
graft being introduced upoii tomato 
stalks. 
The tomato roots did not pro- 
duce potatoes, but the potato plant 
above ground first threw out potato 
flowers and berries, 
and afterward 
produced tubers from the axils of the 
leaves and stems.

THE TASSBIj OF CORN', 


The flower of the corn plant is di- 
vided into two portions, the tassel or 
male section, which furnishes the pol- 
len, and the silk, which is the female 
portion of the flower, which receives 
it. 
Each thread of silk carries some 
of the pollen to the ear, and there a 
grain of corn is formed. 
The profu- 
fiion of silk is BO great that the grains 
of corn are compacted on the ear as 
closely as possible. 
When this is not 
the fact it is more likely due to the 
drying up of the tasseJ, «0 that not 
enough pollen is formed to fertilize 
all the silk. 
If there is either a very 
dry or very wet time when the tassel 
should be distributing pollen, those 
defective ears will bo plenty. 
Heavy 
rains in one ease wa*}!: the pollen oil, 
and the dry weather causes the tassel 
to shrivel and become worthless. The 
bloaaoming is exhaustive. 
If the sea- 
son ifc jutít right oneMjuarter of the 
tassels ijrocluced would make a full 
croi? of well-developed ears. 
But as 
in every crop there are more or less 
defective ears, it is uneafe to cut them 
out. 
Therjuckera usually tassel later, 
and for this reason thoy often increase 
the corn crop on the main stalk after 
the earlier tassels have dried up.—
